* sunrise is from an oration by Edward E v­ 
erett, at tne inauguration ot the Cambridge 
O bservatory: 
“Much, however, as we are indebted to 
onr observatories for elevating our con 
ceptions of the heavenly bodies, they pre 
sent even to the unaided sight scenes ol 
glory which words are too feeble to describe 
I had occasion, a few weeks since, to take 
the early train (rom Providence to Boston 
and for this purpose rote at two o'clock in 
the morning. 
Everything around 
was 
wrapt in darkness and hushed in silence 
broken only by wnat seemed at that hour 
the unearthly clank and rush of the train 
It was a mild, serene, mid-summer night 
—the sky was without a cloud—the winds 
were whist. 
The moon, then in the last 
quarter, had just risen, and the stars shone 
with a spectral lustre, but little affected by 
her presence. 
Jupiter, two hours high 
was the herald of the day—the Pleiades 
just 
above 
the 
honzou 
shed 
their 
sw eet 
influence 
In 
the 
E ast; 
Lyra 
sparkled near the 
ze n ith ; Andromeda 
Failed her newly discovered glories from 
the naked eye South ; the steadv pointers 
far beneath the Pole, looked meekly up 
from the depths of the North to their Sov­ 
ereign . 
Such was the glorious spectacle as I en­ 
tered the train. 
A s we proceeded, the 
timid approach ot tw ilight became more 
perceptible ; the intense blue of the say 
began to soften ; the smaller stars, like 
little children, went first to rest; the sister 
beams of the Pleiades soon melted togeth­ 
er ; but bright constellations of the West 
and East remained unchanged. 
Steadily 
the wonderous transfiguration went od. 
Hands of angels hidden from mortal eyes 
shifted the scenery of the heavens ; the 
glories of night dissolved into the glories 
of dawn. 
The blue 6ky now turned more 
softly gray ; the great watch stars shut up 
their holy e y e s; the east began to kindle. 
Faint streaks of purple soon blushed along 
the sky ; the whole celestial concave was 
filled with the inflowing tides of the morn­ 
ing light, which came pouring down from 
above 
in 
one great 
ocean 
of 
radi­ 
ance, 
till 
at 
length, 
as 
w e 
reached 
the Blue Hills, a flash of purple fire blazed 
out from above the horizon, aud turned the 
dewey teardrops ol flower and leaf into 
rubies and diamonds 
In a few seconds 
the everlasting gates o f the morning 
were 
thrown wide open, and the lord of day, ar­ 
rayed in glories too severe for gaze of man, 
began his course. 
S t do not wonder at the superstition of 
the ancient Magians, who in the morning 
of the world went up to the hill tops of 
Central Asia, and ignorant of the true God, 
adored the most glorious work of his hand. 
But I am filled with amazement when I 
am told that in this enlightened age, and 
in the heart of the Christian world, there 
are persons who can witness this daily 
manifestation of the power and wisdom of 
the Creator, and yet say in their hearts,

FROM LEFT TO EIGHT. 


The Journey of a 
Man Francisco 
Man’s Heart—A ('ase which Pozzies 
the Doctors. 
From the Ban Francisco Bulletin. 
There resides at N o. 4G7 Jessie street, 
in this city, a man who has been unable to 
attend to bis business tor the past two 
years on accouut of the displacement of his 
heart. 
The patient is Kenneth F Mc­ 
Lean, a carpenter by trade. 
He contract­ 
ed a severe cold about the 12th of June, 
1S77. 
A physician was then called, and 
pronounced it a bad case of pneumonia 
Atter a month’s treatment, he felt a little 
better, when the Luree discovered a lump 
or swelling on his left side. 
,The next 
time the physician called he attracted bis 
attention to it. 
Tho physician made an 
examination and pronounced it a collec­ 
tion of water, aud he must have a slight 
touch of pleurisy. 
A few mornings alter, 
McLean discovered 
that his heart was 
beating on his right side, and 
it has re­ 
mained there ever since 
The patient, w ho 
was naturally of a v ery robust constitution 
rallied alter the first attact, and was soon 
able to Le about. 
H e 
called upon his 
physician and told him that his heart had 
moved to his right side. 
The physician 
would not believe it, but on examination 
found it to ba the case. 
This was about 
the last of July. 
His physician measured 
lim about every third day with a tape, and 
ound that the water was increasing, about 
the 18th of August he applied blisters but 
they gave no relief. 
In the mean time he 
called to see another physician who urged 
no delay in getting McLean tapped, eta lig 
that his left lung was useless, and that his 
heart was likely to remain in its present 
position unless the water was removed im ­ 
mediately. 
McLean called on his physi­ 
cian and requested to bu tapped, but be 
told him there was danger In being tapped 
too soon, but lf he insisted he would ac­ 
commodate him. and appointed Saturday, 
Sept. 15. 
H e e one that day and brought 
three physicians with him. 
They made 
an incision between the ribs and took sev­ 
en pints ot water lrom him {atter which 
he obtained immediate 
relief. 
But he 
soon began to fill up again, und be was 
tapped a second time on the Otto or Octo­ 
ber, and six piuts of w'ater drawn off 
He 
was then tapped the third and last time 
on Nov. 8 . aud tour aud a halt pin’s drawn 
off. 
The last time they * analyzed the liq­ 
uid, and pronounced it 75 per cent albu­ 
men; after each operation he grew weaker, 
and concluded that it was time to have a 
change of some kind. 
His physician ad­ 
vised him to go to the country, but, as 
the rain 
was approaching, be concluded 
not to go, but called In another physician, 
and rn five days he measured I/4 inches 
less where the water had been aceuuiulat 
ing. 
Under the last treatment he improved 
very fast and never had occasion tor an 
operation since. 
One ot the results of 
hts sickness is that his left lung is in a 
dormant state, and his heart remains on 
his right side. 
He feels confident, how­ 
ever, that had lie been tapped eailier or 
treated as his last physician treated him, 
he would have b en a well man to-day. 
He bas been before three different medi­ 
cal societies, aud found a great difference 
of opinion regarding his sickness existing 
among the members. 
A great many of 
them are deeply int.rested rn his case.

Oats as Farm Stock. 
"The harmless necessary cat” is not so 
well treated as it deserves. One rarely 
considers that a well kept cat may be more 
profitable than a cow. 
l f one rat per day 
is destroyed, the services of a cat may be 
estimated as at least equal to $100 per 
year. Let us try to calculate the enormous 
damage done by 395 rats to one year, to 
say nothing ot the ravages of the numerous 
progeny of so many vermin. One rat per 
day is a moderate amount ct business I jT 
an active cat. Recently the writer counted 
ave rats captured in a stable by one cat in 
one day, aud possibly others were not seen. 
The cat being well fed, hunted for amuse­ 
ment. and did not eat the prey. This is the 
principal point in the management ot a 
cat. It should be well and regularly fed, 
tor rats are unwholesome food. 
They are 
infested with larva* of tape worms, and 
Cats are frequently tormented with the 
mature parasites id cohscqueoce ot devour­ 
ing deceased rats. 
When kept free from 
hunger a cat will watch more patiently, 
iud will only occasionally devour a rat or 
a mouse. 
The most healthful lood for a 
cai is a mixed animal aud vegetable diet. 
HlUk and bread ; a few potatoes with meat 
gravy, or i little fat, aud a sprinkling of 
»ult, with an occasional scrap of meat, are 
excellent food, aud will keep the animal lo 
good health. A farm cm usually support 
tour or five cats profitably and th ie should 
De chiefly males, and the majority of these 
should be cistrated. A castrated cat will 
grow to an enormous size, aud if of a good 
breed, as the Maltese, will make a superb 
hunter.

Work to Fit One for 
Harness. 
From the English Agricultural Gazette. 
P at on him an easy collar, having a pair 
of reins attached, or add two pieces to 
lengthen the traces, and let a strong rn in 
walk behind him, holding these. After a 
few minutes the leader may offer the mau 
to pull the traces yery gently, so as to press 
the collar tu t gently at first. In a little 
time he may pull tighter, while the leader 
keeps his eye on the colt, and if he shows 
any signs of flinching, let him order the 
traces to be slackened, aud then gradually 
drawn up again until the obit is seen to 
lean into the collar, when the man who 
holds the traces may use his whole force, 
for a short lime only. The traces must now 
be slackened again, and the same course 
gone oyer repeatedly, but stopping oc­ 
casionally to pet him, takiog care, how­ 
ever, to slack the traces just as he st -pa, 
aud to run a little to one side when start­ 
ing each time, while the man pulls the 
opposite trace. 
After this exercise let him 
be taken to the vehicle lor which he is in­ 
tended, allow him to smell and examine it; 
then push ll away and draw it up to him 
several times, raising aud lowering the 
abatis, until he takes no notice of the noise, 
or the different appearances when raised 
or lowered. Now turn him round and put 
him between the abatis, run them against 
his sides, push back and draw up the carl, 
striking him behind aod on the side with 
it until he allows himself to be Knocked 
about by it, 90 to speak. This will do for 
one day’s lesson. Next day let all his bar- 
hCLH be put ou, leaving chains or straps to 
b«o£ aud strike against him, while the 
whole of the previous day’s leosoo is gone 
through with step by step.

hurl him.

\Vlien a horse shows signs of shy­ 
ness at any object, do not beat him, but 
lead him up to it, allowing him to stand 
and look as he comes closer ; and after he 
examines it a few times, he will not fear 
anything of the kind again. In posing 
by hedges with a colt, throw in stones and 
stop bim until he takes no notice of tie 
noise. 
3. Before putting on any article of bar* 
ness, let your colt smell it ana then rub it 
against his head, neck and body. 
4. Always start a horse with the voice, 
never with the cut ot tne whip. In start­ 
ing, turn a little to one side, and in stop­ 
ping, when going up a hill, do the same. 


discovery is calculated to have an impor­ 
tant effect upon tho trade ot the country. 
Its ultimate result will undoubtedly be to 
render the United States independent of the 
world for a commodity which is now cost­ 
ing oar manufacturers fully $10,000,000 
annually. The total importations of hemp, 
flax, ramie, and jute into this conn ry are 
valued a* over $30,000,000 a year. 
The 
jute alone represents 
one-third of this 
amount. The supply comes exclusively 
from India, and the latter’s trade lo it has 
become the leading staple o f Bengal. 
In 
this country jute is used for numberless 
purposes, among them for rope and carpet 
backs. It is also frequently mixed with 
lim n in the manufacture of cloths. 
En­ 
gland, and in fact the whole of Europe, are 
dependent upon the Indian plantations fur 
their supply. The New Jersey Bureau is 
authority for the statement that "extensive 
jute rope manufacturers of Philadelphia 
have 
offered 
to buy any 
quan­ 
tity at the highest ju»e market price ; that 
the long fibre is equivalent to that of the 
Calcutta prime jute, and that the manu­ 
facturers admit the superiority of the Amer­ 
ican variety over the imported.” 
In the 
face of this testimony it is not too much to 
hazard the opinion that ere many years 
America will not only supply the home 
demand for the staple, but will also be able 
to iniuguraie an export trade. At least so 
think those connected with the enterprise. 
In April ot last year the Record an­ 
nounced that the Government of India had 
offered a premium of $25,C0C to any indi­ 
vidual or company which could invent the 
best machine for the preparation of ramie. 
or Indian grass. The treatment of these 
plants in that country, as well as in China, 
is entirely by hand. 
This offer came to 
the notice of M. Le Franc, who has invent­ 
ed a process which is claimed to be the 
very thing for which the Indian Govern­ 
ment is seeking. With this invention he 
has prepared some American ramie, and 
produced a staple next In appearance to 
silk. He has also ascertained that the 
ramie plant is indigenous to the soil id this 
part of the country, and as it in regard to 
importation ranks next to jute, it can be | 
made to join with that plant in increasing 
the wealth of the country. Imported ramie 
is extensively used in this country by man­ 
ufacturers, who mix it with silk and wove 
fabrics. It is also made into sewing and 
shoe thread oh a large scale. M. Le Franc 
goes to India next season to submit his in­ 
vention aod claim the bounty from the 
Government.

immense revolution in the textile trade of 
the British possessions.

The Price of Beef Cattle. 
National Live Stock Journal. 
There 
is Uiscouragincut, depression, 
sometimes present loss, in the preJuction 
of a number of prominent farm products, 
l here is hope In the future, and a hot very 
remote future, as to these ; but just now 
the results are oot yery satisfactory. This 
cannot be truthfully said ut the production 
of beef. Prices are lower than they have 
been al times la the past—much lower 
than they were when our currency was 
depreciated ; but the prices now current 
ought to give a lair profit to the beef 
producer who carefully 
manages 
his 
business. A good steer will sell tor $5.00 
per hundred pouuds, live weight, in the 
Chicago market ; first clar3 steers will 
bring more ; but, with present prices ot 
land, grass,grain, labor, lreignt9, a good 
tai mer can rear, latten, and deliver in 
Chicago a 1500 pounds steer tor less thao 
$70 ; or he can buy et thin steer, graze and 
teed it for a year, aud sell it at a fair 
profit. The men who are duiog this work 
are not growing rich very rapidly ; the 
profits are not dazzling; bul we have grown 
so much in the habit of looking on the 
dark side of American business affairs—of 
lain lug about the bad condition of farming 
—that it is worm while to emphasize the 
tact that there is now a fairly satisfactory 
state ot affairs in the fat cattle trade. It 
must be borne in mind that the c< it of 
production has been very considerably 
re due J in the last few years. 
Lands are 
sold or rented at lower prices. Only a 
few days since we learned of a hue body of 
pasture laud, in g o d conditioo, within 
one hundred and twenty-five miles ol 
Cuicago, which the owner was anxious to 
rem tor me season at $1.50 per acre. To 
stock a got. I pi sture in central iliino's with 
good steers would seem to give a certainly 
ot a g t. I profit, where c J low a rental is to 
be obtained. Cora is comparatively low 
in price, flogs are low ; but, with the 
ordinary mc Jo of teedlug them on cattle 
feeding farm?, a small profit can be had, 
even at pre jut prices. Un the whole, the 
man who is rearing aud feeding g c d grade 
steers is not in need of sympathy.

A Weed W hich H as Been a F a rm e r’s 
Pest Proves to Be W’orth SIO ,OOOt- 
OOO a Y e a r to the Country. 
„ 
Philadelphia Record. 
"See by ar, boy; d'y know what pesky 
fool owns that there truck patch V” 
The scene was the other side ct Cam­ 
den, just on the borders of Cooper’s Creek. 
it was a Jersey countryman that asked the 
qurslion, aud as he spoke he poluted to a 
tract ct laud thickly studded with green 
plants. It wras the sight ut the plant that 
inspired his disgust. 
Bight before him 
was one of the finest pieces of ground in 
mc neighborhood, and yet what he char­ 
acterized a9 a "darned old weed” had been 
allowed to take complete possession. 
This "weed” is what i9 known in botan­ 
ical language as the “Abutilon acicenoe." 
Every farmer knows it by sight but few 
would know It by its scientific name. To 
them it is only a pest and a bad one at 
that. It makes its appearance among the 
corn, the potatoes, the berry bushes, in 
tact here, there and everywhere, and no 
device known to farmer will rid them of 
It. it one is pulled up another is sure to 
cornein its place. If let alone it will not 
stop growing until it is head and shoul­ 
ders above the tallest ot tall mea. it will 
thrive in the hottest sun, and its seed, for 
each plant scatters ounces promiscously 
every season—have auca a tenacious life 
that they will resist the hardest frost, la 
lad, both plant aud seeds will survive 
aor amount of ill-treatment. 
"Devil’s 
FUm” is the sobriquet which many farm­ 
ers have given it, aud if an explanation is 
asked tor they will aver their belief that 
only the Evil One could have saddled such 
pest upon the agricultural community. 
Yet the "Devil’a Plant” has proved to 
be a blessing in disguise, and a big one at 
that. From it can be produced a fibre in­ 
finitely superior to Indian jute. The dis­ 
covery was brought about by a French 
gentleman, M. Emile Le Franc, who resid­ 
ed in America for about nine years, 
fie 
is an authority od fibrous plants, and has 
written several reports on the subject for 
the National Agncultural Department. 
During the Centennial he came to reside 
m Philadelphia, and devoted some of his 
spare time in examination of the fibrous 
plan's ot New Jersey. The Abutilon avi- 
conn# attracted b’s attention, and a little 
investigation brought him to the conclu­ 
sion that the plant possessed no incon©id- 
erable value. 
He commenced operating 
by a secret process ct his own invention 
and found that 
the 
bark around the 
straight stem contained a valuable fibre. 
3y a little more labor this fibre was brought 
to the condition required by manufactur­ 
ers, aud several to whom it was shown 
pronounced it equal to the jute imported 
by them tram India. 
M. Le Fraoc also 
;ouud that the snort fibres could be made 
into a tissue which can be employed in 
the manufacture of of a new fabric. 
This important discovery was not to be 
allowed to slumber. M. Le Franc reported 
it to tne New Jersey Bureau of Statistics 
of Labor aod Industries, aud also deter­ 
mined to go into the manufacture of jute 
and the raising of the “Dovit’s Plant.” The 
Bureau gave ifs co operation, and if9ued, 
under i’s seal, an offer from M. Le Franc 
to pay $8 per ton for straight jute stalks, 
not less than three or four ieet in height, 
deli vert i in Camden. 
The circular also 
advise.1 farmers to go into the cultivation 
of the plant, aod gave lmpor’iht iotorina 
tion relative to 
the 
seeds, methods of 
planting, and other particulars. 
This cir­ 
cular was the first information which Ilia 
Jersey agriculturists received of the prize 
which was con1 lined in their former ene­ 
my. 
The cultivation of the "Devil’s Plant” is 
to be generally followed in different parti 
ot New Jersey. 
Af the plant is also to be 
found in thl* 8'ate, it i9 anticipated that 
Pennsylvania farmers may find It tj their 
fit to devote some attention to it.
